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ADMINISTRATOR'S 
MESSAGE 

The  Fiscal  1983 
budget  was  passed  by 
Congress  on  Thursday, 
September  30th  and 
signed  by  the  President 
on  the  first  of  October, 
It  appears  that  the 
Civil  Defense  portion 
will  probably  be  appro- 
priated between  a  low  of 
133  million  to  a  high  of 
152,3  million.  To  give 
you  perspective,  the  FY 
82  budget  was  approxi- 
mately 133  million.  So, 
as  far  as  EMA  is  con- 
cerned, the  State's 
allocation  could  remain 
at  FY  82  levels  or  be 
increased  by  10,6  per- 
cent. Those  of  you  who 
were  at  the  recent 
Billings  seminar  are 
aware  of  those  actions 
that  we  are  taking  at 
the  State  Office  to 
increase  the  EMA  alloca- 
tions to  local  govern- 
ments in  the  future.  If 
you  were  not  in  atten- 
dance, contact  your 
field  representative. 


Our  pledge  continues  to 
be  to  try  to  pass 
through  as  much  as  pos- 
sible to  local  govern- 
ment and  still  maintain 
the  support  local 
government  needs  from 
this  State  Office, 

Our  programs  continue 
to  be  harassed  and  at- 
tacked by  various  groups 
with  questionable 
motives.  The  Physicians 
for  Social  Responsibil- 
ity (PSR),  Ground  Zero 
and  other  groups  appear 
to  be  well  financed  and 
organized  and  are  reach- 
ing millions  with  their 
version  of  the  "facts". 
As  far  as  I'm  concerned, 
everyone  agrees  the  only 
long  range  answer  is  a 
complete  verifiable  nu- 
clear disarmament  by  all 
powers.  Meanwhile,  we, 
the  local ,  State  and 
Federal  governments,  have 
a  legal  and  moral  respon- 
sibility to  do  what  we  can 
to  educate  the  public  of 
the  horrors  of  nuclear 
effects  and  do  those  plan- 
ning efforts  necessary  to 
save  as  many  lives  as  pos- 


sible in  the  event  of 
any  nuclear  scenario, 
from  an  all  out  nuclear 
confrontation,  a  terror- 
ist incident,  an  acciden- 
tal launch,  a  severe  nu- 
clear spill  or  accident, 
or  whatever. 

Our  only  option  is  to 
continue  with  a  viable 
nuclear  civil  protection 
program  which  includes 
in-place  sheltering,  and 
if  time  permits,  a  Cri- 
sis Relocation  Plan,  If 
you  know  of  any  other 
options,  until  nuclear 
disarmament  becomes  a 
reality,  please  let  us 
know.  But  to  do  nothing 
and  become  a  pawn  to 
those  nations  who  be- 
lieve that  they  can  save 
some  of  their  citizens 
is  illegal,  immoral  and 
a  travesty,
